The effect of the fine weather

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DOESN'T KEEP YOU WARM.

Article on the Effects of Alcohol, From
the Pen of Dr, A, J. Rems-
burg.

DeEAr Eprror:—Having vead an
article 1n the Nuws about aleohol
keeping the body warm, [ would
like to express my views and ex.
perience about the matter,

The internal organs of the body
especially the liver, are supposed
to keep up the heat of the body
when there 1s no active exercise
The anatomical structure of the

contains a very large amount of
blood, The natural color of the
skin of a white person 18 a pink-
ish hue. Ixposed to the cold
awhile, nature may first make
an effort to keep the surlace
warm by dilating the capilla,ies
with blood; but faillog 1 this,
the next act 18 to contract the
capillaries, driving the blood to
the internal organs to keep 1t
warm, Ifaleabol is taken into
the body, 118 effect is to force the
blood into the capillaries, thus ex
posing 1t to the cold, and then in
a short time, the whole body
must become cold; therefore, the
man who has not taken alcohol
can stand much more cold than
one who has,
This has been my own experi—
euce while practicing mediciue.
I have never taken a drink of
whiskey 1 my hfe. 1 have fre-
quently ridden in the coldest
storms with men who drank whis
key, and always found that I
could endure far more cold than
they, and always got warm much
soouer than they would, from the
simple fact that while the surface
of my body might be cold, my
blood, being mostly in the inter-
nal organs, was warm, while
theirs, being driven to the sur-
face by alcohol, was cold. I also
found that, winle I was warm,
they were still shivering with
cold, the alcohol bhaving driven
the blood to the surface, thus de-
feating the efforts of nature to
keep the blood—and throvgh it
(the blood)—the body warm.
While alecohol may be mdispen-
sable to the chemist in preparing
medicine, it absolutely has no
medicinal property, aud 1t has
frequentlv been proven that it is
useless, both as a food and med:-

We asked the cause and his reply
was “I have several boys and
they just ived 1n the corn field
from the ime 1t was up until it
was out in tassel.” This should
be done on every farm especially
this season when the corn is late,

Keep the cultivator on the go
aud the corn is sure to grow,

longer in the evenings inordor to
have more corn. Too many peo-
ple get discouragod and quit work
because the season 18 not favor-
able.

To this Professor Suaface Le-
plied as follows:

“Parhaps the comb will never
get tooold for the bees to rear
their young or store honey m,
but the older the comb gets the
smaller the cells become from the
continued filling with the cast lar
skins, The cells become thick-
walled and this makes the bees
gmall, Thus in old combs the
bees are much smaller than those
reared in new combs. Smaller
bees will not carry as much hon
ey as larger ones, and | am satis
fied that 1618 best to renew the
combs at least ounce every five
years, There not much loss
in so doing, as they can be ren
dered into besswax and this can
be made 1nto foundation and can
be used in the hive 1o 1nsure
straight combs, and save the hon
ey that would be transformed 1n-
to comb 1f foundation were not
used, 1 velieve 1n cutting oot
drone cells, but to avoid the bees
building more drone cells 1 the
samre place, you should fill this
place with worker comb. Some-
times to fill it with foundation 1s
sufticient.

“T'o keep the ants outof the
hives, you can set them on small
blocks, and put these wto shallow
plates, or pans, filled with oil
They need not bt very large in
order to keep the aunts out of
them. A streen of wire netung
fastened above and extendiog
down over them like an umbrells,
but not reaching the ground be-
low, will keep the bees out of the
oil,

“l do recommend clipping the
queen's wings, and [ clhipped one
of my own only this morning, It
does not hurt the queen, neither
does it prevent swarming, as
some people imagine, but 1t does
prevent the bees llying away at
the time of swarming. ‘L'his 18
important for one who 18 busy
apd often away from home."

An investigation in New York

state, Pennsylvania and Connecti-
cut revealed this unpleasant truth
It has been found that the num-
ber of insane in this country has
mereased to a marked degree in
the last twenty vears,

i this period bas reached Y7 per
cent., while the increase in popu-
lation 1o the same time is only
per cent, Varlous causes are as-
signed to this condition, which,
if not checked, is likely to become
a national menace,

Some physicians say that 1m-
